Santa Rosa Periled; 
There's Still Danger

A monster forest fire that marched 18 miles in 
15 hou rs, charring 90 squ are miles of timber and 
bru sh and endangering two cities, neared control by 
firemen today . 
Like a fiery giant in sev en-leagu e boots, the blaze 
strode across the ru gged mou ntains separating the 
Napa Valley resort town of Calistoga and Santa Rosa, 
seat of Sonoma Cou nty . 
At dawn today weary firefighters appeared to 
hav e beaten back the fire one and one-half miles sou th­ 
west of ex hau sted Calistoga after a siege of two day s. 


Su bsiding winds aided the army of 4.000 men 
battling the flames that hav e destroy ed an estimated 
15 0 homes and blackened 30,000 to 35 ,000 acres of 
bru sh and timber. 


Bu t the State Div ision of Forestry said the hot, 
dry winds were ex pected to spring u p again later 
today . 
The blaze— believ ed to hav e been started by a 
careless smoker— swept into the ou tskirts of Santa 
Rosa late last night on winds of 25 miles per hou r. 


The meandering blast fu rnace that hopscotched 
the tops of lofty pines ov er the mou ntains to the city 
of 36 ,000 was contained, bu t only after three fiery 
fingers had laid waste 25 homes, forced ev acu ation of 
abou t 2,000 persons and threatened a hospital and a 
conv ent.

The cou ncil au thorized install­ 
ing signs reading “ park ing on 
downhill side only ” on the right 
side of Hillside Av enu e starting 
from West Blithedale Av enu e, 
the signs also to ask that a 11- 
foot clearance be k ept.

The w ear wrin­ 
kles that were in the garm ents 
before y ou p u t them in the wash­ 
er will rem ain, as the w ater 


tem p eratu re is too low comp lete­ 
ly to relax the fibers. 
Then y ou rev erse y ou r tactics. 
You p lace the garm ents in the 
dry er to the wash and wear set-1 
ting, or the regu lar setting if 
y ou hav e no choice, which will 
su p p ly the heat that will be

needed to “ relax ” the fabric so 
that it sheds its wrinkles.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Transit Bus System Is 
Step In Right Direction 


If Marin v oters approv e a transit dis­ 
trict on Nov . 3, will we hav e stream­ 
lined trains g o whizzing by on elev ated 
tracks? 
Nope. Not for a long time. Marin 
officials hav e made it clear that pass­ 
ag e of the Marin Transit District will 
not bring any thing quite that ambi­ 
tious. 
What is more likely is an improv ed 
bus sy stem similar to the Alameda- 
Contra Costa Transit Sy stem, which 
seems to be operating quite success­ 
fully . 
Some people are probably wonder­ 
ing why all this to-do about lumbering 
buses in this ag e of jets and mass 
transit. 
The answer lies in the time - w or n 
phrase “ y ou’v e g ot to walk before y ou 
can run.” 
In terms of long -rang e g oals, the 
only ultimate answer to Marin's trans­ 
portation problem is a sy stem of mass 
transit— hig h speed trains skimming 
ov er super-hig hway s and new cross­ 
ing s ov er the bay . 
Howev er, this dream is at least 10 
or 20 y ears away , but the need for 
transportation relief is now. It is phy s­ 
ically impossible to jump from nothing 
to mass transit ov ernig ht. 
And so in the interim period, for the 
nex t 10 or 15 y ears, the best answer 
seems to be to take ov er what bus 
facilities now ex ist and improv e them 
so that Marin residents can commute 
to San Francisco and trav el more eas­ 
ily between communities within the 
county . 
It is toward this interim g oal that 
the Marin Transit District is aimed. 
The Golden Gate Bridg e board has 
shown its interest by say ing it is will-

ing to contribute up to $30,000 toward 
a study to dev elop an economic and 
practical prog ram of transit serv ice, 
both inter and intra-county . 
The transit district, upon formation, 
would be elig ible for federal assistance 
for the research study and for new 
rolling stocks and other capital needs. 
These, and Marin’s hope for interim 
relief on the commute problem will g o 
fly ing out the window, if the transit 
district is rejected on Nov . 3. 
J ust what ty pe of bus transportation 
improv ements are possible, under a 
Marin Transit District? 
Marin officials and consulting eng i­ 
neers env isag e more frequent runs 
and more pickup and deliv ery points. 
For ex ample, y ou’d be able to g et off 
at sev eral deliv ery points in San Fran­ 
cisco’s financial district and Market 
Street instead of just at the Ferry 
Building . Routes will be ex tended so 
that residents will be able to hop buses 
between communities 
w i t h i n the 
county . 
The buses would be modern, roomy 
and air-conditioned, permitting riders 
to relax and catch up on the news to 
and from work. 
And when the time comes, in 10, 20 
or 30 y ears, when mass transit g oes 
into operation, the then ex isting bus 
sy stem in Marin could serv e as a 
“ feeder” sy stem to connect up with 
the mass transit terminals. 
Hig h speed mass transit is the ulti­ 
mate ideal, but in the interim, an im­ 
prov ed bus sy stem appears to be a 
sensible start in the rig ht direction. 
Ev en if we can't take off on a run from 
the outset, it makes better sense to 
start walking than to stand still. 
We urg e a “ y es” v ote on the Marin 
Transit District.

School Bond 'Loans' Actually 
May Never Be Repaid To State 


By HENRY C. MacARTHUR 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)-The 
third bond issue on the No­ 
v ember 3 g eneral election bal­ 
lot is for 260 million dollars, 
the proceeds to be used for 
loans to school districts. In 
actuality , a larg e part of the 
money nev er will be paid back 
to the state. 


THE BOND ISSUE is a con­ 
tinuance of the practice set up 
by the state 12 y ears ag o, when 
leg islature v oted funds for the 
relief of “ distressed” school 
districts, 
that 
is, 
districts 
which were unable to meet the 
classroom needs from local 
tax es, caused by the increases 
in school population following 
World War II. 
Furnishing funds to these 
districts became a pattern, 
similar to the bond issues 
v oted for purchase of v eteran 
farms and homes following 
World War 1, a practice which 
was kept up until the present 
time. 
There is no v eteran bond 


issue on the ballot this y ear. 
The 
v eteran 
prog ram 
has 
“ caug ht up,” and sufficient 
funds are av ailable to finance 
the requests being made for 
financing now. 


THE DIFFERENCE between 
the v eteran bond loans and the 
school bonds is that under the 
v eteran prog ram, the people of 
the state actually paid not a 
dime to finance this prog ram. 
They merely loaned the credit 
of the state to a prog ram 
which returned all the money 
borrowed, and more. 
Under the school prog ram, 
a larg e part of the so-called 
“ loans” to school districts will 
in fact be g ifts from the tax ­ 
pay ers. 
Under Proposition 3, there 
will be a catch-up period if 
the people approv e the bonds. 
The measure prov ides for 7 0 
million dollars to be distrib­ 
uted to school districts by De­ 
cember of this y ear. For the 
most part, this money is all 
ear-marked.

Then, the state allocations 
board can authorize 12 mil­ 
lion dollars a month, until the 
money is g one, and can raise 
this amount to 15 million dol­ 
lars a month if necessary . 


WHEN THE REQUESTED 
260-million-dollar issue is ex ­ 
hausted, only one procedure is 
av ailable. This is to sponsor 
another 
bond 
issue, 
which 
probably would be submitted 
to the v oters in 19 66. The end 
of assistance to local school 
districts is not in sig ht, and 
probably will not be in the 
foreseeable future. 
So accustomed has the pub­ 
lic become to the bonding 
method of building new school 
rooms that no one took the 
trouble to w-rite an arg ument 
ag ainst v oting the issue, de­ 
spite the fact that the only 
way the public can call a halt 
to the mounting of bond debt 
in California is to defeat the 
issue in Nov ember. A defeat 
of 
this 
2 6 0 million 
dollars 
would, in effect, force school 
officials and g ov ernment ad­ 
ministrators to dev elop new 
and probably more economical 
means of financing new class­ 
rooms for additional students, 
which admittedly are needed. 
The three bond issues be­ 
fore the v oters in Nov ember 
total 7 9 0 million dollars. 


THIS BRINGS THE total 
amount of bond issues re­ 
quested by the Brown admin­ 
istration to 3 .8 5 billion dollars 
in future debt, on which the 
tax pay ers are or will be pay ­ 
ing interest. 
Bond financing , it has been 
pointed out by ex perts, is com­ 
ing dang erously close to the 
time when serv icing the debt 
w’ill cost more than future 
bond issues if this prog ram is 
maintained at its present rate.

I realize that ig norance and 
fear are the real authors of 
Roseanne Renick's letter to 
the Editor in Wednesday ’s I.J . 
The frig htening thing is that 
I am sure that she honestly 
believ es she is doing her duty 
as a citizen in try ing by fair 
means or foul to oust Sy nanon 
House from the Marconi Hotel 
in Marshall. What is most dis­ 
tressing is that she appears to 
hav e taken pains to be unin­ 
formed on her subject. 
The facts are readily av ail­ 
able. I had read the mov ing 
and compassionate article on 
Sy nanon in Life Mag azine for 
March 9 , 19 62, and after read­ 
ing Mrs. Renick’s letter I went 
to the Mill Valley Library and 
re-read it. Then I telephoned 
Sy nanon House in Marshall 
and talked with J ack Hurst, 
Director in charg e of San 
Francisco Sy nanon Facilities. 
The readiness with which he 
answered my questions and 
cordiality with which he in­ 
v ited me (and any interested 


persons) to drop in at the Mar­ 
coni Hotel and talk with resi­ 
dents and obtain av ailable lit­ 
erature, makes Mrs. Renick’s 
ig norance all the more inex ­ 
cusable.

My own observ ation of 
people strug g ling to cure their 
emotional 
disturbances 
has 
been that they are totally self- 
absorbed, and my g uess is that 
the Sy nanon members, in the 
ev ent that they do v isit Point 
Rey es Park, won’t ev en see 
Mrs. Renick’s teeners. 
3. The residents are v olun­ 
tarily “ committed,” and there 
is no leg al or moral reason 
why they should be confined. 
There is no more reason for 
police to capture and lock up 
an “ escapee” from Sy nanon 
House than there would be for 
police to seize a heart patient 
who “ escaped” from a sani­ 
tarium. 
4. She is “ alarmed that dope 
peddlers mig ht come into Ma­ 
rin to pick up their old con­ 
tacts.” Assuming for the sake 
of arg ument that a member 
did fall from g race, he couldn’t 
fool his fellow-members for 
one minute, and I doubt not 
that suitable measures would 
be

Your editorial of Sept. 19 , 
“ The Filthy Weed,” I find to 
be in particularly bad taste. If 
it can be assumed that this 
was read by many of Marin’s 
teen-ag ers, then it becomes 
ev en more offensiv e. 
To condone cig arette smok­ 
ing because “ it hurts only the 
user” is furthermore distinct­ 
ly illog ical. 
Your arg uments 
seem to accept cig arettes as a 
“ relativ ely 
innocuous 
v ice” 
because alcoholism is far more 
apt to cause numerous social 
ills and perhaps liv er disease. 
I need not g o further in point­ 
ing out the completely irrele­ 
v ant analog y . 
As a phy sician, I am v ery 
much impressed by current 
medical ev idence which points 
to cig arette smoking as a ma­ 
jor contributing factor in the 
etiolog y of lung cancer, v ari­ 
ous other respiratory diseases 
and cardiov ascular disease. It 
is probable that other org an 
sy stems are also adv ersely 
influenced. 
I contend that it is our re­ 
sponsibility to take heed of 
the 
ov erwhelming 
ev idence 
and impress upon ev ery one, 
but most particularly our teen­ 
ag ers, the health hazards of 
the cig arette. Only when such 
is fully appreciated may the 
number of smokers be /educ­ 
ed, and, more hopefully , will 
our teen-ag ers nev er beg in the 
habit.

May Invite 
In Bomb Test

WASHINGTON — Don’t be 
surprised if Peking answers 
Sov iet Premier Nikita Khrush­ 
chev ’s latest super-bomb threat 
with a world - shaking an­ 
nouncement of its own. 
The 
Chinese 
Communists 
are ex pected to report soon 
that its scientists hav e dev el­ 
oped their first H-bomb and 
are making plans to test it. 


THAT’S THE supercharg ed 
report now circulating in Mos­ 
cow among Western diplomats. 
This unconfirmed news comes 
from 
aides of Khrushchev , 
who are carefully leaking out 
information about the g rowing 
Sov iet - Chinese 
Communist 
“ border dispute.” 
One report g iv en to the Brit­ 
ish by the Russians indicates 
that the Chinese Reds’ an­ 
nouncement may be made be­ 
fore Thanksg iv ing . While there 
is no way to check on this 
Communist - inspired warning 
until Peking actually ex plodes 
a bomb, the Moscow report is 
not being taken lig htly by 
British intellig ence. 
This column’s most reliable 
source in Europe has sent 
word that almost all Western 
intellig ence 
authorities 
are 
forecasting that Peking will 
hav e at least a crude atomic 
dev ice by the end of the y ear, 
if not sooner. 


ALTHOUGH THEY 
stress 
it will be a long time before 
Peking acquires a sig nificant 
arsenal of atomic bombs and 
deliv ery v ehicles, they predict 
almost immediate diplomatic 
repercussions and possible So­ 
v iet military action. 
This latter forecast is puz­ 
zling , since a sing le test will 
not increase China’s military 
threat to its neig hbors for at 
least three to fiv e y ears. 
Also, no nation can become 
a nuclear power without a

whole series of nuclear tests 
in the atmosphere, and it is 
hig hly doubtful that the Chi­ 
nese C om m unists’ sag g ing 
economy could stand this ex ­ 
penditure. 
While nothing is known about 
President Ly ndon B. J ohnson s 
v iews on China’s possession of 
an 11-bomb, the late President 
J ohn F. Kennedy made a v ery 
sig nificant but nev er announc­ 
ed decision inv olv ing that pos­ 
sibility . 
According to a Washing ton 
correspondent, who was a v ery 
close personal friend of the 
late president, Kennedy and 
his inner circle of adv isers in 
early 19 63 ag reed in principle 
that China must be prev ented, 
by whatev er means, from be­ 
coming a nuclear power. 
He reported that a plan for 
the “ nuclear sterilization of 
Communist China” was drawn 
up inside the administration 
but nev er put into effect be­ 
cause of Kennedy ’s assassina­ 
tion. 


THIS HIGHLY SECRET plan 
called for the bombing of Chi­ 
na’s nuclear plants with con­ 
v entional-ty pe “ iron bombs.” 
Ex periments in using the hig h­ 
fly ing 
U-2 
for 
specialized 
weapons carry ing were con­ 
ducted. 
According to this Washing ­ 
ton correspondent, Sov iet Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev approv ed the 
idea of keeping China from 
becoming a nuclear power. He 
did not know if Russia planned 
to join in on the bombing s. 
Sig nificantly , all the adv is­ 
ers that took part in the his­ 
toric Kennedy decision are 
still in the administration and 
are adv isers to President J ohn­ 
son. 
Whether these adv isers still 
hold these v iews is not known.

Do Not Accept Good Odds 


In Place Of A Sure Thing 


“ I never complain abou t bad 
lu ck ,” Sou th remark ed in a 
rather mou rnfu l tone. 
“ I’m perfectly satisfied with 
odds of 3 to 1 in my favor. Bu t 
I mu st say it’s very u nlu ck y to 
lose a hand lik e this, and I 
don’t see anything to lau gh 
abou t.”

SLICE OF CHEESE 
When a man cu ts a deliciou s 
slice of cheese you can overlook 
the way he hack s a bridge hand. 
In this case Sou th won the 
first trick with the qu een of 
clu bs and entered du mmy with 
a heart to try a finesse with the 
qu een of diamonds. 
West won with the k ing of dia­ 
monds and retu rned a heart to 
du mmy’s ace. Declarer now led 
the ten of diamonds for a sec­ 
ond finesse, losing to the jack . 


GOOD MATH 
This was the end of the hand. 
Sou th took only eight trick s and 
then issu ed his bitter statement 
abou t never complaining. 
Sou th’s arithmetic was correct 
when he said that the odds were 
3 to 1 in his favor. A single fin­ 
esse is an even money shot. If 
you tak e two finesses, the odds 
are 3 to 1 that at least one of 
them will work . 


The trou ble was that Sou th's 
bridge wasn't as good as his 
arithmetic: the hand is abso­ 
lu tely u nbeatable if he plays it 
correctly. 


SHOULD LEAD 
After winning the first clu b 
Sou th shou ld lead ou t the ace 
and qu een of diamonds—refu s­ 
ing to tak e any finesses at all. 


West can tak e the k ing of 
diamonds and retu rn a heart to 
du mmy’s k ing, bu t this attack 
comes too late to do any good. 


Declarer gives u p another dia­ 
mond trick and gets back to 
du mmy with the ace of hearts 
to ru n the rest of the diamonds. 
He thu s wins eleven trick s in­ 
stead of only eight.

Partner opens with 1 NT (16 
to 1 8 points) and the next player 
passes.

Answer: Bid two clu bs (the
